For the purpose of these settlements, settlement rales for 
all transactions of the hedge contracts will be fixed by the 
Board or the Committee appointed by the Board after 
3.30 p.m. on every Friday, and if the market is closed on 


that day then the rates shall be fixed after 3.30 p.m, on the 
previous working day. However, in case of sudden closure 
of the market on the scheduled clearing day the rales shall 
be fixed at the rates of the previous working day. The mar¬ 
ket shall ordinarily be closed at 3.30 p.m. on clearing days 
excepting when the clearing day falls on Saturday, in which 
case the market shafi be closed at 1.30 p.m. However, the 
Board and/or the President shall have power to keep the 
market open on the clearing days after fixing the clearing 
rates for such time as may be specified. The Board and/ 
or President shall have power to alter clearing days and 
timings mentioned in this Bye-law,

The approval of the Director, Forward Markets Commis¬ 
sion, under Sub-Section (1) of Section (11) of the Forward 
Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952 (74 of J952), read with 
the Government of India, Ministry of Industry and Civil 
Supplies, Notification No. S. O. 957 dated the 20th March, 
1975 has been obtained on 20-10-1993 to the following 
amendments made to the Bye-law of the India Pepper and 
Spice Trade Association, Kochi. 

AMENDMENT 
In the said Bye-laws : 

(i) For the existing Bye-law 13, the following shall be 
substituted, viz, “13. The basis of the hedge contract shall 
be of the grade of Malabar Garbled black pepper, well dried 
and free from mould or oil wash and not containing more 
than 2% light or hollow pepper and 0.5% extraneous matter 
such as bran, chaff, stalks, stones etc. Permissible moisture 
percentage is 11% with a tolerance of 0,5% during mon¬ 
soon'’. 

(ii) For the existing Bye-law 31, the following shall be 
substituted, viz, “31. All forward hedge and transferable 
specific delivery contracts in pepper shall be for units of 
25 quintals or multiples thereof. Malabar Qarbled Black 
Pepper Grade tendered shall be packed in Double New d.w, 
2) lb. (800 grams) Gunnies 40x28 cotaining 70 Kg. nett 
per bag. All price,s shall be ex-sellers godown exclusive of 
sales and/or purchase tax and/or any other turnover tax 
which if payable shall be borne by the buyer. All lots offered 
for delivery shall be duly certified by an indeptendent agency 
(SGS) appointed by the Association for quality and weigh- 
ment certificate”. 

(iii) For the existing Bye-law 46. the following shall be 
substiluted viz. : 

“46. Delivery Orders shall be passed on between members 
and members only, but non-members can also give or take 
delivery through their member clients. The members them¬ 
selves or their 'rigents shell be entitled to take or give deli¬ 
very of the goods covered by such delivery order”. 

(iv) For '.hs existing Bye-law 47, the following shall be 
substituted viz. : 

“47. The delivery orders that may be issued by the .seller 
shall be to the full extent of his outstanding short open 
position. At the time of issuing the delivery orders >he 
seller must own and hold in his possession in the godowns 
belonging to him or to his agents located within the erstwhile 
municipal limits of Mattancherry or in any of the upcountry 
centres, fPresenhed in Bi'e-hw 194) as the case may be, 
adequate slocks of the required tuniiiity and quality of pepper 
to meet fully the commitments covered by the delivery 
orders. Members giving dcllverv bovond ihe boundaries 
fixed under the Cochin Hill Produce labour agreement have 
to compensate (he buyer for the extra e.xpcnses incurred by 
him”. 

(v) For the existing Byc-Iaw 50, the following shall be 
substituted viz. : 
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“50. Goods tendered against one Delivery Order cannot 
be tendered again against any other delivery order”. 

(vi) For the existing Bye-law 51, the folliowing shall be 
substituted viz. i 

“51. The seller^'shall deliver the quantity covered by his 
delivery order between the 16th and 21st day of the month, 
provide the deliveries are commenced not later than the 
16th or if 16th is a holiday, on the next working day, and 
the buyer shall be prepared to accept delivery on the above 
terms”. 

(vii) For the existing Byc-Iaw 53(a) the following shall be 
substituted viz. : 

“53(a). In Form A the following particulars shall be men¬ 
tioned :— 

1. The rate of settlement. 

2. The quality and quantity of Malabar Garbled Black 

Vepper (Jrade. 

3. Name of the member issuing the Delivery Order and 

his buyer. 

4. Period of delivery”. 

(vJii) For the existing Bye-law 57(i) the following shall 
be substituted viz. 

57. (i) “The total quantity covered by the delivery orders 
appointed to a single buyer is not less than 500 quintals 
from a single seller, the buyer must take deliver' every day 
a quantity not less than 20% of the total quantity”. 

(ix) For the existing Bye-law 57(ii) the following shall 
be substituted viz. : 

“57.(ii) Notwithstanding any other provision contain^ in 
this Bye-laws 17th of the contract month shall be the latt 
day of the drawal of samples. The samples shall be drawn 
by an independent agency (SGS) appointed by the Associa¬ 
tion. The Association shali intimate the Agency on the 
places from where the samples are to dravyn and the 
results shall be intimated to the Association which in turn 
will be passed on to the buyer concerned who shall take 
delivery of the lot within 48 hours thereof. The charges for 
the quality weighment certificates shall bo home by the 
buyer. However, if the lot fails the expenses incurred will 
have to bo borne by the seller. The maximum size of the 
single lot should not exceed 10 tonnes. If-the lot offered 
fails the seller sh^ arrange to recondition the goods and 


offer for resampling within 24 hours of the receipt of the, 
result”. 

(x) Bye-law 57(iii), (iv), (v) and (viii) has been deleted. 

(xi) For the existing Bye-law 57(vii), the following sbaU 
be substituted viz. : 

“57.(vii) Any member contravening the provisions of clause 

(i), (ii) and (vi) above will be liable to the actions pres¬ 
cribed in Bye-law 52”. 

i(xii) Bye-law 59 has been deleted. 

(xiii) Bye-law 60(A) has been deleted. 

(xiv) Bye-laws from 174 to 193 have been deleted. 

(xv) For the existing Bye-law 194(a), the following shall 
be substituted viz. : 

“194(a) Pepper shall also be permitted to be delivered at 
the upcountry centres of AU^ipey and Calicut subject to the 
seller compensating the buyer to the extent of Rs. 20/- per 
quintal for delivery at Alleppey and Ss. 3S7' P®r quintal 
for delivery at Calicut towards freight and other expenses, 
subject to the provisions contained in Bye-law 195”. 

(xvi) For the existing Bye-law 196, the following shall be 
substituted viz. 

“196 The seller shall not issue a Delivery order at a place, 
where there is a ban against the movement of goods from 
such place by any person in authority at the time of issuing 
such delivery order”, 

(xvii) For the existing Bye-law 199, the following shall be 
substituted viz. : 

“199. The seller shall give delivery of goods at such up- 
country centres from a godown or a place having roof over 
it. ’ 'sWH«r cannot give ddivery ot the are 

lying in an open space or a compenBtfwfmout a roof over 
it. The buyer sh^ fake delivery of the goods 'in an np- 
country centre within 6 days from the date of receipt of 
deiivery order or the last date of the vaida period whichever 
is earlier”.
